Extrem e secrecy is maintained by 
residents of Je k y l island regarding the 
departure of the 
R ockefellers. 
The 
nanve of the vessel on which they de­ 
parted also has been carefully with 
held. 
It is said that Mr. R ockefeller char 
terod a special steamer. 
A rumor also 
was current that the party sailed on 
the private yacht 
of a New 
York 
sportsman and that their destiuation 
was Bermuda.

TO AMEND S' MESTEAD LAW

W ashington, Jun. 3.— R epresentative 
Steenerson introduced a bjjl to amend 
the three-year homestead law, restor­ 
ing the clause regarding "im prove­ 
m ent" that was in the old law. 
Mr. 
Steenerson pointed out that the three- 
year law requires that not less than 
twenty acres of a quarter section en­ 
try shall be cultivated the first year 
and that this requirement is a burden 
upon settlers on cutover land In M in­ 
nesota. particularly Inasmuch as they 
have to clear the stumps from their 
claims. 
I'nder the old homestead law 
the settler Is required only to offer 
proof of cultivation and settlement, 
with 
no 
minimum 
acreage 
to 
be 
cleared in any one year. 
Mr. Steenerson proposes that set­ 
tlers under the three-year law may 
have the option of proving up under 
that act or the old law.

Washington, Jan. 3.— Senator Joseph 
W . Bailey of Texas, long one of the 
picturesque figures and striking speak­ 
ers of the United States senate, de­ 
livered before crowded lloor and gal­ 
leries his final speech as a member of 
that body. 
W ithin a day or two his 
resignation 
will 
be laid 
before the 
senate and communicated to Governor 
Colquitt of Texas, his expectation be­ 
ing that R . M. Johnston of Houston 
will be named to fill out his term, 
which would end on March 4. 
Senator Bailey's speech was an at­ 
tack upon the principles of the initia­ 
tive and referendum as institutions 
that would, if adopted, bring about the 
overthrow of the present system of 
American government. 
He declared they originated in the 
desire of politicians to escape the re­ 
sponsibility for action on such petty 
questions 
as the 
location of 
state 
capitols and the settlement of prohi­ 
bition fights. 
As institutions of gov­ 
ernment, he declared, the schemes for 
direct legislation by the people would 
convert the United States from a re­ 
public to a democracy and would give 
its control into the “ hands of the un­ 
skilled, the idle and the vicious.” 
An attack upou W illiam R . Hearst, 
in the course of his speech. In which 
he characterized Mr. Hearst as a "m is­ 
erable dog,” who had "hounded him,” 
brought Henator Ashurst of Arizona to 
his feet. 
He attempted to answer this

but was stopped by the Texas s. a..,or 
with the remark that he "could make 
that reply outside.”

"If the man we have elected presi­ 
dent of the United States gives the 
country a sane anti satisfactory ad­ 
ministration.'' he declared, "the R e­ 
publican party will never nominate 
another candidate for the presidency.

3.— The plenipotentia­ 
ries to the peace conference enjoyed 
a day of general relaxation. 
Kven the 
meeting of the ambassadors was pure­ 
ly academic, as all agreed that the ad­ 
vances by Turkey had changed the 
situation to such an extent that they 
must await corresponding instructions 
from their governments. 
That the game is being played on 
both sides Is evident. 
The Turks em­ 
phasize the enormous importance of 
what they hav© ceded, which in real­ 
ity is only what they have lost and 
what, Independently of the allies, not 
even the powers would allow them to 
reconquer. 
The allies, on the other 
band, belittle the Turkish concessions, 
as they desire definitely to settle for­ 
ever their differences with tne Otto­ 
man empire. 
The real stumbling block is Adriano- 
ple. 
As a compromise a solution re­ 
specting the Aegean islands is possi­ 
ble. 
Some suggest that Turkey cede 
them to tke powers, which can decide 
their fate. 
Supporters of this plan 
hint that Turkey might even cede the 
islands to the allies, as has practical­ 
ly been done with Albania, on condi­ 
tion that the powers pledge themselves 
to claim, as In the case of Albania, 
the right to decide the status of the 
Aegean archipelago. 
The struggle certainly now will be 
bitter between the Turks and the al­ 
lies. 
The former are threatening to 
appeal to the tribunal of Europe; the 
latter are threatening to resume the 
war.
